Children’s 
centres to 
be closed 


TWO children's centres in Harlow will close 
in a move branded “outrageous” by objec¬ 
tors. 

Conservative-led Essex County Council said 
this week’s decision to close ABC Children’s 
Centre and Sunflowers Children’s Centre 
along with nine others across the county will 
save up to £2.5m between 2014 and 2016. 

The authority said its research showed some 
centres were not being used and had not 
attracted the vulnerable people they were set 
up to cater for. 

But the Child Poverty Action Group charity 
said the proposals were “bad news”. 

And Suzy Stride, Harlow’s Labour parlia¬ 
mentary candidate, said: “It is outrageous 
that the Tory administration at Essex County 
Council has voted to close two of Harlow’s 
valued children centres. 

“These centres in Harlow provide vital ser¬ 
vices to families and play a crucial role in 
bringing the community together.” 

Councillors agreed on Tuesday that although 
ABC Children’s Centre in Old Harlow is to 
close, the site and buildings will be retained 
to become a ‘delivery site’. This means the 
centre will be open for a set number of hours 
each week, from five to 35 based on local 
need. 

Sunflower Children’s Centre, which is based 
at the Sumners Leisure Centre, will now only 
be used for outreach services. These are pro¬ 
vided based on need and can be adapted to 
individual families. 

The town’s three remaining centres will 
operate as normal. 

Ms Stride added: “Soaring childcare costs 
are a drag on our economy and lock parents 
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who want to get back to work out of the jobs 
market. Labour in government would be put¬ 
ting families first, investing in children and 
parents and supporting children centres. 

“Labour would introduce a primary child¬ 
care guarantee to help parents manage 
before-and-after school care and extend free 
childcare provision for three and four year 
olds with working parents from 15 to 25 hours. 

“Harlow is being unfairly hit hardest by the 
county council cuts. What do Essex Tories 
really know about Harlow? Chelmsford might 
as well be a million miles away from Harlow 
for all they care. 

“By voting for these recommendations they 
have sent a clear message that the Tories are 
out of touch, and Harlow is not their priority.” 

Conservative county councillor Eddie 
Johnson said the authority had listened to 
concerns raised by people during the public 
consultation and as a result the proposals had 
been scaled back. 

“For Harlow I think it’s come out okay.,” he 
said. “Considering what’s gone on, I think it’s 
fair. I honestly believe Dick Madden [cabi¬ 
net member for for families and children] 
has listened to people.” 

Cllr Johnson said outreach services 
would still be provided at Sunflowers 
Children’s Centre. 

Almost 300 people signed a petition 
against the closures. One user said: 
“Without the centres my son 
wouldn’t have any friends his own 
age to play with.”

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Hundreds at funeral 
of gym owner Elvis 


HUNDREDS of mourners lined the 
street outside Ripped Gym in 
Harlow on Tuesday for the funeral 
of owner Elvis Meade. 

Crowds stood silently as the funer¬ 
al cars drove past the Wych Elm 
gym, which was closed for the first 
time in its history. 

Mr Meade, who lived in Nazeing, 
passed away in hospital on Thursday 
January 2 following a short illness. 
He was 54. 

Scores of tributes flooded in 
after the Star reported 
news of Mr Meade’s 
death. 

Speaking before Tues¬ 
day’s service, his wife 
Michelle, 38, said: “We 
have been overwhelmed 
by the support and good 
wishes given and sent by 
so many people. 

“It is clear the positive 
impact and influence 
Elvis had on many lives. 

As his wife I could not be 
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prouder, I could not have married a 
better man. 

“I would like to say a personal 
thank you to all the members at the 
gym who have supported me and 
the staff through our time 
of grief and for the way 
they have each looked 
after the gym in their own 
way in the absence of 
Elvis. 

“I would also like to say 
a massive thank you to 
Daniel Robinson and 
Sons, particularly 
Phil Barrow who has 
held my hand through 
this whole process and 
has gone that extra 
mile to make my life 
as easy as possible at 
such a hard time.” 



The funeral cortege was followed 
by more than 30 cars of mourners. 

The cortege drove to St fohn the 
Baptist Church in Epping for the ser¬ 
vice during which eulogies were 
given by family members and friend. 
Among the readings was Mary E 
Frye’s poem I Did Not Die 

The UK Gospel Choir was also pre¬ 
sent at the service and performed 
before it started as well as during the 
proceedings. 

The gym, which is normally open 
365 days a year, was closed for the 
first time on Tuesday from 12.15pm 
until the following day as a mark of 
respect. 

Ripped Gym will be expanding to 
Basildon with a new gym set to open 
in the spring - something Mr Meade 
had been working towards before his 
death. 

A tribute to thim will be created at 
both the Basildon and Wych Elm 
gyms.

towns within the county. 

Surely when pressure is put on 
manufacturers to make their packaging 
out of recyclable materials we should all 
be able to do the correct thing and put it 
all into the recycling system for the 
county council to sort to the relevant 
facilities. 

I would guess there is pressure on the 
council to ensure recycling targets are 
met, which I am sure could be higher if 
all possible items could be used. 

With reference to the proposed 
additional Mil junction, I have to say 
the current proposal seems rather 
hurried and short-sighted. I should 
think I am not the first and will not be 
the last to make these comments. 

As much as I can see benefits with 
relieving some pressure on the current 
junction 7, the proposal of adding a 


whole load of extra traffic via Gilden 
Way to and from the A414/Mark Hall 
roundabout is ludicrous. This will do 
nothing to ease congestion for the A414 
through Harlow except for the 1.6 miles 
along the A414 from the existing 
Southern Way junction to the Mark 
Hall/Mandela Avenue roundabout. 

Edinburgh Way is a ridiculous route for 
an A classified road to pass through. 
With the talk of Harlow North, the 
growth of Newhall and the Enterprize 
Zones, this choice of route can only be a 
short-term solution. 

Surely we owe Sir Frederick Gibberd 
more respect to the town planning than 
to provide a major route into Harlow 
without an element of forward planning. 

I know it will not suit everybody but I 
think a properly developed northern 
bypass would provide the better long¬ 
term option for easing unnecessary 
commuter traffic through the town. 

I would also like to be able to have my 
say on the plans without having to get to 
one of the consultations.

Council tax increase 
will pay for services 


County’s first rise in four years 


ESSEX County Council is set to 
increase its share of the council tax 
bill for the first time in four years 
under proposals recommended to 
the authority’s cabinet. 

The plans, which will need to be 
agreed by full council next month, 
propose a 1.49 per cent rise in 
council tax - equating to an 
additional 31p a week on a band D 
property. The authority has frozen 
the council tax for the last three 
years. 

The council says the increase will 
bring in an additional £8.8m to 
spend on vital services - £2.9m 
more than it would have received if 
it had accepted the government’s 
freeze grant. 

In 2014/15 the council is 
receiving £30m less from the 
government than it received in 
2013/14 while facing increasing 
pressure on its budgets due to 
rising inflation and increasing 
demand on its services. By 2017 the 
council needs to save at least 
£235m to cover the gap in funding 
- with £107m savings planned to 
be made in 2014/15. 

Under the proposals, the increase 
would mean an additional Elm to 
provide more equipment and 
better facilities for young people, 
£1.4m for providing care and 
support to people with physical 
and learning needs to enable them 
to live as independently as 
possible, and an additional 


£500,000 to support young people 
looking for jobs through providing 
an extra 260 apprenticeships 
through the Essex Apprenticeship 
Programme. 

The extra funding would 
supplement the investment the 
council plans to make in other 
areas including an additional 
£78m on supporting building and 
infrastructure projects compared 
to this year. 

An additional £91m will be spent 
on road and transportation 
schemes and £52m for education 
including £24m to provide 2,200 
more places in the county’s 
schools. 

Leader of Essex County Council, 
Cllr David Finch, (Conservative) 
said: “I believe that our proposals 
will deliver something for every 
member of our community 
especially our young and 
vulnerable people and those 
wanting to get into work. 

“Any decision to increase council 
tax is not something we do lightly, 
as we know our hard working 
families are still facing challenging 
times. The rise we are 
recommending is below inflation 
and amounts to just 31p a week 
which is less than the cost of a pint 
of milk, or a second class stamp.” 

• Essex Police is proposing an 
increase of 3.5 per cent on their 
portion of the bill. The move will 
be debated at the end of the month. 
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TAXPAYERS will pay more under 
proposals by Harlow Council to 
increase its portion of the council 
tax bill. 

The planned 1.49 per cent rise will 
allow the authority to continue to 
fund community services including 
The Playhouse, Harlow Museum and 
Pets’ Corner despite a £1.5m reduc¬ 
tion in the funding it receives from 
central Government. 

The council is also pledging to 
freeze parking charges at neighbour¬ 
hood shopping areas as well as 
retaining one-hour free. 

Cllr Tony Durcan, portfolio holder 
for resources and enterprise, said: 
“We have worked hard looking at 
every single council budget to save 
money and see how we can fund ser¬ 
vices and protect jobs.” 

The full budget will be recom¬ 
mended to the authority’s cabinet 
next Thursday (January 30) before a 
final decision is made by the full 
council a week later. 

Funding for the town’s paddling 
pools will be maintained and organ¬ 
isations running Harlow Museum, 
Parndon Wood Nature Reserve, the 
Gibberd Gallery and events in the 
town park will continue to receive 
financial support under a three-year 
agreement due to end next year. 

Savings have been achieved by 
transferring more services to the dis¬ 
cretionary fund which finances 
areas the council does not have to 
provide by law. 

The authority has also been explor¬ 
ing shared services as well as reduc¬ 
ing supplies and cleaning contracts 
and deleting vacant posts. 

There will be no compulsory redun¬ 
dancies and councillors’ allowances 
will be frozen for the second year. 

Special parking permits for carers 
and healthcare workers will increase 
by 20 per cent under the plans. 

Council leader Mark Wilkinson 
said: “In proposing this budget the 
administration is protecting services 
from closure and any significant 
reductions while trying where we 
can to increase efficiency. 

“The toughest decision is the pro¬ 
posal to increase council tax, but a 


small rise will protect services - the 
proposed 6.5p a week for the average 
taxpayer in Harlow. We believe it is 
the right thing to do rather than 
close and significantly cutback ser¬ 
vices. 

“Government spending cuts com¬ 
pounded by rising costs, reduced 
income and rising demand for ser¬ 
vices means that the council has to 
budget to save a total of £1.5m in 
2014/15.” 

Cllr Durcan said: “We are very 


aware that the Government’s on¬ 
going significant cuts in the funding 
of the council means that tougher 
decisions will have to be taken in the 
coming years. 

He added: “We have done well to 
balance this year’s budget but the 
future outlook is bleak.” 

Although Harlow Council collects 
council tax on behalf of Essex County 
Council, Essex Fire and Rescue and 
Essex Police, the authority only keeps 
£17 of every £100 collected.

First World War letter to soldier’s dad

N ostalgia is marking 100 
years since the start of the 
First World War by featuring as 
many stories, photos and 
memories from readers who 
remember or had family 
members involved in the “war 
to end all wars”. 

First up is a regular 
contributor to this page who 
has shared a special letter from 
her great uncle who fought in 
the conflict. 

Marlene Scanlan Brooks, 
whose great uncle Will Clarke 
{pictured right in photo) was 
killed in the war, treasures his 
last letter, written in pencil, to 
his father. 

Marlene’s grandfather also 
fought in the war but was one 
of the lucky ones who survived. 

In thes letter, which is dated 
September 30 but with no year, 
her great uncle writes: “Just a 
few lines in answer to your 
welcome letter, and I am glad to 
know you are going on all right 
as this leaves me. 

“I have written to Maud [Mrs 
Brooks’ grandmother] twice 
and you once some time ago. 
Flo [Will’s wife] told me you 
had written to her to ask me 
how I was getting on. Well, I 
suppose you know that I got 
buried with a shell last January 
and I went to a hospital in 
Boulogne. 



“I am getting well worn out 
now as I have been out here just 
on 11 months and last winter 
was enough to do you in. You 
know the old saying, “stick it 
Jerry”. 

He added: “I expect I shall 
have another Christmas out 
here and I have not seen 
anything of Dick [Mrs Brooks’ 
grandfather and Maud’s 
husband], as I am in a different 
part of the line. You say how 
much longer am I going to be 
out here before I get a short 
leave. God only knows. 

“Pop up and have a look at the 
youngster of course I have only 
seen a photo of him. I am 
beginning to feel a bit old now,. 
Three of them and Flo tells me 


that the boy is getting to be a 
lad, but roll on when this lot is 
over and I can see them again. 

“You don’t know what to make 
of it sometimes as now and 
again it is like all hell is let loose 
and the guns are kicking up a 
fine dust while I am writing 
this letter, but they are getting 
all they want this last couple of 
days. 

“Well remember me to all, I 
think this is all this time.”

The photo, which 
was taken in 1953,

Harlow New Town 
was dubbed ‘Pram 
Town’ in the early

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A YOUNG mother has started the pro¬ 
cess of setting up a charity in memory 
of her baby daughter who died at the 
age of 20 weeks after she was born pre¬ 
maturely. 

Maisie Taylor, ofLongbanks, Harlow, 
started The Darcie-Mai Project to raise 
money and awareness for sick and pre¬ 
mature babies. 

The 19-year-old gave birth to Darcie 
on April 27 last year. She was eight 
weeks early and weighed just 31b 6oz 
when she was born. 

“My partner and I thought we would 
have a normal pregnancy,” said Maisie, 
“but my waters broke at 32 weeks and 
10 hours later Darcie was here. 

“She was fighting for her life as soon 
as she was born. The medical staff at 
Princess Alexandra Hospital were fan¬ 
tastic but Darcie was transferred to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital purely becau¬ 
se it was better equipped to deal with 
babies like her.” 

The tragic tot spent five weeks in the 
neonatal intensive care unit and a fur¬ 
ther three weeks in high dependency at 
the Cambridge hospital before she was 
moved back to PAH. 

While she was at Addenbrooke’s her 
family were able to stay in Chestnut 
House run by The Sick Children’s 
Trust. 

Maisie added: “Chestnut House has 
eight rooms for parents and there are 
56 cots so they only take the parents of 
the sickest babies. We wanted to cher¬ 
ish every second with Darcie because 
we did not know what would happen.”

When Darcie was transferred back to 
PAH, Maisie and partner losh Cornell, 
23, were able to hold their daughter for 
the first time. 

“It was the first time we were able to 
stay with her without doctors and 
nurses which was really scary but real¬ 
ly exciting because you get to feel like a 
parent,” said Maisie. “She came home 
and she was fine.” 

Sadly, Darcie was home for just nine 
weeks before she died from congential 
bronchiectasis. Maisie said: “She was 
just like me, she hated mornings and 
did not like being dressed. She was a 
real character. 

“I wanted to do something to raise 
money for Chestnut House and the two 
hospitals because if it was not for 
them she would not have survived 
as long as she did. 

“When Darcie passed away it 
motivated me even more. I’ve 
always wanted to do something 
like this.” 

She added: “I am quite a posi¬ 
tive person and I did not want 
to be one of those people that 
crawls into a hole to be sad, I 
need to be helping people so I 
can be grieving. It’s just my way 
of grieving to try and hopefully 
help others. 

“It was a really scary time some 
times but when you are in that 


moment, time is precious.” 

Maisie said her parents and part¬ 
ner had been “so supportive”, help¬ 
ing with ideas and the overall run¬ 
ning of The Darcie-Mai Project as 
they begin the process to register 
it as an official charity. It has 
already made an impact online 
with donations and heartfelt mes¬ 
sages of support pouring in. 

“The support has been amazing, 

I didn’t expect it,” said Maisie. 

“It’s been great and if that means 
we can do more for premature 
and sick babies then that’s just 
what I want.”

I 
think what we are getting 
now [with these plans] is 
going to be a great improve¬ 
ment.”

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Space probe wakes 
from two-year snooze 



A SPACE probe that was launched 
from Earth 10 years ago on a mission 
to land on a .comet has started 
sending badMsignals. 

The probenramed Rosetta, set off 
in 2004 but for the past two years it 
has been in hibernation to save 
power. 

This is because the craft is so far 
away from the Sun that its solar 
panels, which convert the Sun’s rays 
into power, could not have kept it 
running. 

Later this year, in a manoeuvre 
described by scientists as like a fly 
trying to land on a speeding bullet, it 
will attempt to land on the 2.5 mile¬ 
wide frozen body of the comet. 

If successful, scientists will be able 
to study the comet’s dust and gas to 
gain a better understanding about 
the evolution of the Solar System. 

It is expected to land on the 
comet in August, when it will 
become the first spacecraft 
to orbit a comet and land a

AN alcoholic who almost killed a man when he stabbed him 
in the chest has lost his appeal against his eight-year jail 
term. 

Shane Radford, 38, of Lawrence Moorings, Sawbridge- 
worth, challenged the sentence - which included an extra 
three years on extended licence - at the Criminal Appeal 
Court in London. 

However, judges said the 50-year-old victim could have 
died and Radford could have been charged with murder but 
for “a matter of inches”. 

The court was told Radford had flown into a rage and 
stabbed the victim, piercing his victim’s lungs and liver, on 
April 14 last year. 

Police had been called to a domestic disturbance involving 
Radford in Hertford on the day of the incident. Later, Radford 
went to the victim’s home and accused him of calling the 


police before stabbing him with a kitchen knife. 

At St Albans Crown Court last August he admitted wound¬ 
ing with intent but challenged the sentence. His lawyers 
argued his outburst was linked to a relapse into alcoholism 
and said he wanted to stop drinking. 

In dismissing the appeal, Sir Colin Mackay said the trial 
judge was entitled to impose the sentence, adding: “This is a 
case which might have been a murder case were it not for a 
matter of inches.” 

The court was told Radford had three previous convictions 
for violence but had not been involved in violent offending 
since he was 20. 

He had been released from prison in 2011 and was in a resi¬ 
dential rehabilitation centre but decided to seek support 
from Alcoholics Anonymous. But after he left the centre early 
he did not get help and lapsed back into drinking 


Care at home service 
launched by hospice

TERMINALLY ill patients who want to 
die at home will now be able to receive 
end-of-life care from specialist pallia¬ 
tive care nurses from St Clare Hospice 

The Hospice at Home service, which 
was launched on Monday, is the first of 
its kind in west Essex. 

It has been funded with a grant from 
the West Essex Clinical Commissioning 
Group, the organisation that plans and 
buys health care services in Harlow, 
Epping Forest and Uttlesford. 

With a growing demand for the ser¬ 
vices provided by St Clare from its base 
at Hastingwood, the new service will 
offer hands-on support to patients in 
their own homes during their final 
weeks or at times of crisis. 

Director of patient care Louise 
Cameron said: “We know that many 
people would prefer to be cared for at 
home during the last few weeks of their 
lives, but in the past that has not always 
been possible due to a lack of resourc¬ 
es. 

“Hospice at Home aims to fill that gap 
by supporting people to stay at home if 
they wish. It is set to make a huge dif¬ 
ference to our patients and their fami¬ 
lies by helping avoid unnecessary hos¬ 
pital admissions and out-of-hour crisis 
calls, enabling them to spend their last 
days at home even when their symp¬ 
toms are difficult to manage.” 

The service will operate from 8am to 
8pm seven days a week including bank 


holidays and is available to anyone 
aged over 18 with a life-limiting condi¬ 
tion and who is registered with a GP in 
west Essex. 

Palliative care nurses will assess and 
initiate treatment, provide specialist 
advice and support to patients and 
their families or carers and give guid¬ 
ance to GPs and district nurses. In 
addition, specially trained health care 
assistants will visit patients to provide 
hands-on care tailored to their indi¬ 
vidual needs. 

The number of home visits will vary 
from patient to patient depending on 
the level of support required but they 
will receive at least one daily visit and 
up to three times if necessary. 


Hospice chief executive Tanya Curry 
said: “We are committed to providing 
excellent specialist palliative care to 
local people and the expansion of our 
community service is something we 
have wanted to do for many years, so 
we are delighted to be launching it this 
week. 

“We know Hospice at Home is going 
to make a really positive difference to 
the lives of those we care for, ensuring 
more people can access the best care 
possible which meets their needs and 
ultimately supports individual choice.” 

The hospice is also launching St Clare 
Community Friends, a volunteer-led 
befriending service to offer support, 
friendship and practical help.

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Magician Pete has night 
of comedy up his sleeve 


FROM performing magic tricks to his family at 
the age of eight to entertaining the nation on 
prime time television, Pete Firman has conjured 
himself up a reputation as "the new poster-boy 
for British comedy magic". 

Star of BBC One's The Magicians, the lovable 
33-year-old from Middlesbrough has become 
one of the most in demand magicians working 
on British television as well as a regular face at 
the Edinburgh Festival. 

And fans can witness his hilarious and mind- 
boggling skills as part of a fantastic line-up 
at next month's Live at The Playhouse 
comedy night in Harlow. 

Pete's journey into magic began in 
"textbook" fashion. 

He explained: "If you ask most 
magicians how they started 
they would have got a magic 
set or a magic book when 
they were little... I got given 
a Fisher Price set when I was 
about eight. I used to do little 
shows at school and show tricks 
to my family at Christmas and 
then it became a part-time job and 
eventually a full-time job." 

While studying for a theatre degree 
at university, Pete used his magical 
skills to secure part-time work 
entertaining diners at a 
restaurant. 

"I wanted to be an actor 
and the magic stuff was 
a part-time job to get me 
through uni," he said. 

But his plans soon changed 
after he saw an advert seeking 
magicians for new television 
show Monkey Magic. Pete sent

in "a VHS" and promptly got the gig. 

"I had just graduated from university and 
moved to London at the age of 21 to do the 
show," he said. "It was totally scary but it was 
one of those things where, because I was young, 
I had nothing to lose." 

He continued: "When I moved to London I 
wanted more regular work. I recognised that 
there were comedy clubs everywhere so I got 
up on stage and did a few tricks. It went down 
alright but I realised that gentle humour 
was not going to cut it, as people 
weren't there to see a magic show. So, 
I started to make them funny, write 
jokes and really started to enjoy it. 

"It was all a bit unusual...I started 
in television and then did my live 
act which is a little back to front as 
it normally works the other way 
around. 

"But it's all happened quite 
nicely; I'm not saying I haven't had 
to work at it but it has happened 
naturally. I'm very 
grateful that it has 
gone this way." 

Over the years, 
Pete has appeared 
on Channel 4's 
Dirty Tricks 
and The Secret 
World of Magic 
as well as The 
Magicians, 
which was 
the first 
live magic 


programme to be broadcast on the BBC in over 
30 years. 

"Live TV is a bit risky with magic," said Pete, 
who lists legendary American duo Penn and 
Teller as his favourite magicians. "It's not like 
Strictly Come Dancing or Dancing On ice where 
if you cock up a dance move you just laugh 
it off. If you do a magic trick and cock it up it 
stings a bit more! That made it nerve-wracking, 
not to mention the fact that there were six 
million people watching at home!" 

With the emergence of names like Dynamo, it 
seems as though magic has enjoyed a welcome 
resurgence in recent years. The parameters are 
constantly changing and the bar is being set ever 
higher, but it's a challenge that Pete relishes. 

"Magic has never really gone away, it's a 
surviving form of entertainment," he said. "The 
way it sustains and reinvents is marvellous. It 
changes and adapts to the audience of the time. 

"It's not so much about coming up with 
something new, although that's always great, 
but with such a rich history there's only so much 
you can do. You can make something appear, 
make something disappear, make something 
float in thin air; the idea is to dress it up and 
make it entertaining and fun. " 

When asked about his favourite trick, Pete 
continued: "I have so many favourites but 
there's two things I love doing. One is where I 
get people on stage, as you never know what 
to expect and it's different every time which 
keeps me on my toes. I also love anything that 
bamboozles an audience; it's a great feeling to 
make them laugh but also to see puzzled looks 
on their faces!"

Keep watch out 
for garden birds 



THERE'S never really an excuse for not having a bird 
feeder standing in your garden.

Hanging feeders should be simple designs so they 
are easy to clean. 

Feeders with cages around the feeding area or 
with squirrel guards are best to prevent squirrel 
problems. Metal varieties tend to be more squirrel- 
resistant. 

Also, ensure there are no moving parts which 
could trap birds' feet, make sure the products can 
drain easily, and avoid using mesh bags to house fat 
balls, because birds' feet can also become trapped 
in those. 

Henry Corbett, Solus Garden & Leisure's head of 
gardening brands, says: "One of the most important 
considerations should be that the bird feeder is 
suitable for the type of food it's going to hold. 

"For example, seed mixes need a specialist seed 
feeder. Most suppliers will sell specific feed designed 
for individual species such as blackbirds, robins and 
blue tits, so ensure you have the right feeder for the 
feed you intend to use. 

"Robins and blackbirds are ground feeding birds 
and require surface feeders. Other birds, such as 
blue tits, cling on hanging feeders. 

He also advises gardeners to hang feeders away

from trees and walls to avoid giving cats easy access 
to birds, preferably on metal poles that the cat can't 
climb up or jump on to. 

"Finally, don't forget feeding is a year-round 
requirement. If you start feeding the birds in your 
garden, don't stop - birds become reliant on your 
help."

JACK RYAN: SHADOW RECRUIT 

certificate 12A, 1 h45m 

DEDICATED to the memory of Tom Clancy 
who died in October, Jack Ryan: Shadow 
Recruit is an old-fashioned espionage thriller 
which revives the writer's most popular 
fictional character. 

Unlike its predecessors {The Hunt For Red 
October, Patriot Games, Clear And Present 
Danger or The Sum Of AH Fears), Kenneth 
Branagh's film is not adapted from a specific 
book in the series. Instead, scriptwriters 
Adam Cozad and David Koepp transplant the 
eponymous CIA operative into a modern-day 
terrorist scenario to lay the foundations for a 
new big screen franchise. 

The film opens with footage of the 
September 11 attacks and then jumps 
forwards two years to the conflict in 
Afghanistan where enemy forces shoot down 
a US Marine Corps helicopter. On board is 
Second Lieutenant Jack Ryan (Chris Pine), 
who incurs massive damage to his spine. 

Thanks to encouragement from medical 
student Cathy Muller (Keira Knightley), Ryan 


learns to walk again and fatherly CIA agent 
William Harper (Kevin Costner) encourages 
him to return to university to complete his 
economics degree. 

A decade later Ryan is married to Cathy 
and firmly in the CIA fold, looking for 
irregularities in overseas finance transactions 
that could tip the wink to future terrorist 
activity. Recent findings suggest an imminent 
strike that could cripple the US economy but 
he has no way to verify his data from the 
confines of a desk. 

So Handler promotes Ryan to field agent 
and dispatches him to Moscow to follow 
up on his hunch. While in Russia he meets 
an enigmatic businessman called Viktor 
Cherevin (Kenneth Branagh), who seems to 
be at the centre of the diabolical plot. 

The mission is complicated by the presence 
in Moscow of Ryan's disgruntled wife, who 
doesn't know her husband works for the CIA. 

Jack Ryan: Shadow Recruit is solid, 
undemanding popcorn entertainment that 
doesn't deviate from a well-worn path. It's 
solid, bombastic entertainment, punctuated 
by outrageous, briskly edited action 
sequences that owe a sizeable debt to The 


Bourne identity and its influential sequels. 

Pine is a likeable leading man but on-screen 
chemistry with Knightley is lukewarm at best. 
Branagh downplays his villain when some 
Alan Rickman-style wild overacting might 
have injected some welcome levity into the 
deadly serious proceedings. 

Cozad and Koepp meld present and past, 
harking back to the Cold War to generate 
friction between global superpowers America 
and Russia, then playing out a deadly game 
of cat and mouse using state-of-the-art 
technology. 

The central plot, to de-stablise one 
country's austerity-battered economy using 
the financial markets, seems frighteningly 
plausible, but the daredevil stunts and 
skirmishes are anything but. 

Big set pieces are orchestrated at a lick, 
including a climactic race through the traffic- 
clogged streets of Manhattan replete with 
the hoariest of narrative chestnuts - a bomb 
ticking down to doomsday.

HAWKS assistant boss Paul West- 
Hook felt Maldon & Tiptree should 
have been reduced to 10 men after 
only two minutes, as his side 
suffered a blow to their play-off 
hopes when they were beaten 2-0 in 
Ryman League division one north, 
writes DAVID RIMMER. 

This was after a shocking foul on 
Harlow Town left-back Layne Eadie 
by Maldon’s Lewis Dark. 

The ref instead booked Dark and 
Eadie continued after treatment and 
this set the tone with seven more 
bookings being handed out. 

West-Hook said: “The ref should 
have set his stall out from the start. 
That was definitely a nasty tackle 
and just to get a yellow was the 
wrong decision. We had a few 
decisions which went like that. 

“It set the tone. There were a 
couple of other instances where the 
[Maldon] keeper came out for the 
ball and he hand-balled it outside 
[the box] and they have not blown up 
for that.” 

He added: “The main thing was the 
ref did not have a very good game 
but he is not the reason why we lost 


the game.” 

Harlow had their moments but 
lacked the killer touch in front of 
goal and paid for defensive lapses in 
a match full of niggles. 

The game went ahead after a pitch 
inspection in the morning as heavy 
rain during the week had put the 
fixture in doubt. 

Maldon’s win left them three points 
behind Harlow, prior to last night’s 
game against Romford. 

James Smith forced a smart save 
from home keeper Dylan Skinner in a 
first half of few chances, until the 


hosts opened the scoring on the 
stroke of half-time. 

Harlow lost concentration at a free- 
kick and Brad Hunter nipped in to 
head over the advancing Hawks 
keeper James May and into the net. 

He said: “We spend a lot of time 
working on set-pieces and defending 
set-pieces in particular. We did not 
set it up right, we did not react right 
to the ball into the box and James 
May made the wrong decision at the 
end of the day. It was not one that he 
should have come for. 

“It was definitely a soft goal and 


we have not given away many of 
them.” 

The visitors had the edge after the 
break but went 2-0 behind against 
the run of play on 58 minutes. 

An excellent move down the right 
saw the ball cut across for the 
predatory Hunter to fire a 20-yard 
left-foot shot past the dive of May 
into the corner. 

On 78 minutes, a Leon Antoine 
header from a Darren Williams cross 
forced a great tip over from the 
Maldon keeper and from the corner 
Antoine headed over. 

Harlow’s assistant manager felt the 
team were under par. 

He said: “They [Maldon] came out 
with a game plan and that was to 
disrupt what we do. Alex Read was a 
bit isolated and if you look at the 
team everyone was not at the top of 
their game today. 

“We missed Danny Brown. We 
needed calm heads today. We 
reacted to stuff going on in the first 
half which deflected from the way 
we play our game.” 

Four Hawks players were booked: 
Darren Blewitt, Stan Muguo, Eadie 
and Joshua McLeod-Urquhart.

Harlow’s shooting star 
Harten shines for England

HAVING helped England 
to victory in their opening 
Tri-Series game against 
Jamaica on Saturday, 
there was bitter disap¬ 
pointment for Harlow net- 
ball star Joanne Harten as 
they lost the decisive 
match against New 
Zealand two nights later. 

Harten (24), named vice¬ 
captain for the Tri-Nations 
Series, was in excellent 
form against the world 
ranked number two Silver 
Ferns. 

She sank all 10 of her 
attempts on goal in the first 
quarter, creating space for 
quick ball so essential 
against such class opposi¬ 
tion. 

Thanks to her 100 per 
cent shooting record, the 
former St Mark’s School 
student steered England to 
a four-goal lead at 11-7 with 
two minutes of the quarter 
remaining. 

But New Zealand’s class 
eventually shone through, 
and it was 13-9 by the end 
of the quarter, and they 
soon began to find their 
rhythm in the second. 

They effectively cut the 
supply of ball to Harten, 
restricting her to just five 
attempts at the net, only 
two of which were success¬ 
ful. 


A frustrated Harten was 
taken off by England coach 
Anna Mayes with four min¬ 
utes of the third quarter 
left, having scored just two 
more goals. 

New Zealand eventually 


raced to a 49-34 win. 

The game was played 
with only friends and fam¬ 
ily among the crowd after 
the initial venue, the 
Copper Box in Stratford, 
was deemed unfit for play 


following damage to the 
court the day before. 

Against Jamaica at 
Wembley Arena on 
Saturday night, watching 
court side, this reporter 
found Harten’s display of 
silky shooting and passing 
skills incredibly impres¬ 
sive, with the crowd enthu¬ 
siastically cheering her 
every shot. 

But Harten, who scored 
22 goals out of her 33 
attempts for a 67 per cent 
success rate, was extremely 
critical of her performance. 

“We won at a canter and 
weren’t expecting that 
against Jamaica,” she told 
the Star moments after the 
46-38 win. 

“It’s nice to come through 
with a win but there’s lots 
to improve on. 

“I’m a goal shooter and 
that performance tonight 
just wasn’t good enough for 
an international standard 
shooter. I was lucky our 
defence was working over¬ 
time to win the ball back to 
be honest. 

“Unfortunately I didn’t 
finish it off well enough in 
the circle. 

“Improvement is defi¬ 
nitely needed on my part 
but the team played really 
well, especially the 
defence.” 

Harten had played the 
previous day as England 
took on England A in a 
warm-up game for the Tri- 
Series, earning a hard 
fought 58-36 victory in 


what was her first appear¬ 
ance since injuring an 
ankle four months ago. 

Harten said it was always 
special to play at Wembley. 

“It’s an iconic venue. The 
football’s across the road 
and we’re trying to make it 
our home here as well in 
terms of netball. 

“Every time we play here 
we feel at home - the 
crowd’s great and we love 
playing here.” 

Harten played a pivotal 
role in England’s solid 
attacking play as Jamaica 
never really threatened in 
the final quarter and the 
hosts ran out narrow vic¬ 
tors. 

Harten has her sights 
firmly set on gold at the 
Commonwealth Games in 
Glasgow. 

The England squad had 
just returned from a four 
day stay in Glasgow as part 
of a familiarisation camp 
ahead of this summer’s 
Games. 

Harten said: “We’re going 
to face Jamaica at some 
stage during the 
Commonwealth Games, so 
every time we face them we 
play like it’s a final, putting 
in performances that we’re 
happy with, not just in 
terms of the result but how 
we play with each other. 

“The camp in Glasgow 
was just trying to get a feel 
for the place and the venue. 
It was great. It’s nice that 
we’ve got a home 
Commonwealth Games.”

At this stage Tye Green were a few shots 
in front. 

As the match drew to a close the rink 
skipped by O’Connor continued to score 
well and posted a big win.

Anderson and his rink finished very 
close. 

This left Haley’s rink as the last to fin¬ 
ish but with a comfortable lead to 
defend.

Hawks’ responsibility to 
run a football academy 



CRUCIAL ROLE: Hawks chief executive Tom Cunningham 
says football clubs must run academies for youngsters

HAWKS chief executive 
Tom Cunningham has 
called on all soccer clubs - 
Football League and non- 
League - to provide acad¬ 
emy teams in a bid to not 
only find new young stars 
but to encourage young 
people to ditch the 
PlayStations and adopt a 
healthier lifestyle. 

Cunningham, who 
enjoyed a professional 
career with Leyton Orient, 
Wimbledon and Queens 
Park Rangers, believes it is 
the ‘responsibility’ of all 
clubs to run academy 
teams. 

The 58-year-old has 
transformed the fortunes 
of Harlow Town since he 
was at the heart of a takeo¬ 
ver of the Ryman League 
division one north club, 
which was in huge finan¬ 
cial trouble back in 
February 2010. 

The launch of an acade¬ 
my team was a key part of 
that, while another central 
plan was the construction 
of a £350,000+ all-weather 
4G pitch which was a ‘he 
who dares wins’ move 
which looks like paying off 
for the Essex club. 

Harlow held trials last 
month to recruit 5- to 
18-year-olds for its next 
intake of academy players. 

It is now in the process of 
whittling down the num¬ 
bers who will be offered 
places and a chance to 
become the next genera¬ 
tion of stars at The Harlow 
Arena. 

Cunningham explained 
his vision. He said: “Every 
football club should have 
an academy. It is the 
responsibility of a football 
club to give youngsters of 
all ages the opportunity to 
enjoy football. By this I 
mean the benefits football 
provides in terms of health, 
socialising, interaction, 
learning, interest and 
focus.” 

Cunningham, who 


played much of his career 
as a central defender in 
what is now the 
Championship, League 
One and League Two, start¬ 
ed off at Chelsea before 
joining Rangers. He played 
30 games for the Hoops, 
before joining Wimbledon 
where he made 99 appear¬ 
ances from 1979. 

In 1981 he switched to 
Brisbane Road for arguably 
the most enjoyable spell of 
his career. To this day he is 
thought of fondly by the 
Orient faithful, where he 
played 165 games from 
1981-87, quitting just two 
years before Frank Clark 
led the second oldest 
London club to promotion 
from the old Division Four 
via the play-off final. 

But Cunningham’s time 
is now mostly spent in 
CM19, where his dream is 
to take Harlow up to the 
Conference. 

He sees the academy and 


the launch of more youth 
football teams as a mas¬ 
sively important ingredi¬ 
ent in achieving this goal. 

He said: “I was brought 
up around football and in 
many respects it has 
shaped my life and person¬ 
ality. I want Harlow Town 
Football Club to encourage 
youngsters to be involved 
in football, support their 
local club, play for their 
local club and hopefully 
have a career in football in 
some capacity if they want 
to. 

“As a club and a commu¬ 
nity, it is important to rec¬ 
ognise the influence foot¬ 
ball has and to use it posi¬ 
tively to develop interest 
and nurture talent. We 
have invested heavily in a 
fantastic pitch and quali¬ 
fied people to enable this to 
happen. This is a big step 
forward for the club and 
the community. It is my 
aim to establish a highly 


respected academy for 
Harlow.” 

Cunningham’s plan is to 
have academy levels from 
age five right through to 18. 

The ages 5-15 will be via 
teams playing regular foot¬ 
ball and receiving coach¬ 
ing. 

The boys aged 16-18 will 
be coached but also be 
educated over a two-year 
course. 

At the end, recruits will 
gain a recognised certifi¬ 
cate and have broad work 
experience. 

It will link sports educa¬ 
tion, not only football, but 
players will learn about 
first aid, physiotherapy 
and nutrition - putting 
them on the path to what 
they hope will be a suc¬ 
cessful football career. 

The further education 
curriculum will also 


ensure students are pre¬ 
pared for the workplace 
and careers. 

It will also provide an 
opportunity on the football 
front to play for Harlow at 
first team level. 

Next season will be key 
and the club hope to launch 
its fully fledged academy. 

From this point the club 
hope the academy will 
grow and expand so that it 
is running year after year 
on an ongoing basis. 

“We would like to see 
youngsters start at five and 
go on to play for the club at 
first team level in the 
future. The 16-18 age will 
educate approximately 
20-30 students per year for 
two years (with 40-50 stu¬ 
dents at the club at the 
same time) on a full-time 
basis for two years,” said a 
club spokesman. 


Rockets are ready to blast off for new season 


RYE House Rockets will head to the 
East of England Showground in 
Peterborough on Tuesday March 18 
for their opening speedway meeting 
of the 2014 season. 

This will be the Panthers’ first 
meeting in their new era as a Premier 
League club, as they battle the 
Alwalton club in the first leg of the 
East of England Cup. 

The return leg at Hoddesdon on 
Saturday March 29 (7pm start) will 
be the opening home meeting of the 
year for Rockets. 

Rye House promoter Len Silver is 
looking forward to the team’s first 
head-to-head encounters since 2003. 

“With the Peterborough [East of 
England] Showground only just over 


an hour away via the Mil, I can see 
some terrific rivalry building between 
our two clubs, and I am very excited 
about having the Panthers in our 
division.” 

The full fixture list for the 2014 
campaign is due to be confirmed, but 
the Bank Holiday weekend home 
dates at Rye House look set to fill 
Sunday slots, rather than the Monday 
dates of the past, so Sundays April 
20, May 4, May 25 and August 24 are 
pencilled in for 2pm starts. 

The National League Riders’ 
Championship looks set to be staged 
on Sunday September 28, to facilitate 
better travelling times for visiting 
supporters than the Saturday night 
slot previously operated. 


Rye House will also play host once 
again to a round of the British Youth 
Championship. 

On the road, no less than three 
northern tours are planned, taking in 
successive nights at Redcar/ 
Edinburgh, Berwick/Newcastle and 
Workington/Glasgow, respectively. 

Despite the continuous upward 
pressures on costs that virtually all 
speedway organisations face, 
admission prices will once again 
remain unchanged for the new 
season. 

Entry to Rye House home meetings 
will be: adults £16, seniors £14, 
children (12-16) £5, with children 
under 12 admitted free. 

The price for the match programme 


remains unchanged at £2. 

Meanwhile, the possibility of 
resurrecting the Rye House Raiders 
has been shelved. 

Silver admitted: “The reason I had 
decided to try to reintroduce a Rye 
House team into the National League, 
which I did in November, was down 
to my personal wish to ensure that 
the National League had enough 
teams in it for it to be a worthwhile 
league to be a part of. 

“When, at the December meeting of 
National League promoters, 

Plymouth made an entry, the need 
for a Rye House team receded, and 
with no sponsor also coming 
forward, the decision not to go ahead 
was easy to make.”

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THE Hawks face a must-win 
clash when they host Witham 
Town at home in Ryman League 
division one north this Saturday.

We have 
plenty of strength in depth in that 
position, so it’s not an area that 
we are too concerned about. 

“He will be out for at least six 
weeks though,” said the Harlow 
boss. 

Harlow lost their composure at 
Maldon and Tiptree on Saturday 
but West-Hook is confident they 
can bounce back. 

“We got involved in things we 
should not have been involved in 
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at Maldon,” 

he said.

“We will try to 
get him back but it may be a case 
of the following Saturday,” said 
West-Hook. 


Sherwood thought Bentaleb was from Harlow 


NEW Spurs boss Tim 
Sherwood was not too 
surprised rising star Nabil 
Bentaleb could play for 
England in the future - he 
thought the player was 
from Harlow! 

The 19-year-old French- 
born midfielder, who has 
been a revelation since 
being given his debut by 
Sherwood in the 3-2 win at 
Southampton a month ago, 
has been tipped to play for 
England as he qualifies in 
2017 because he will have 
lived in the country for five 
years and would be eligible.

Bentaleb, who has 
starred for Sherwood’s 
Tottenham development 
team this season, played 
for the first team most 
recently in the 3-1 victory 
over Swansea City on 
Sunday. 

Having previously slipped 


under the radar after being 
released by Lille and 
Mouscron before failing to 
agree terms with 


Birmingham City following 
a trial, the young midfielder 
signed for Tottenham in 
January 2012. 


Bentaleb’s impressive 
form alerted the English FA. 

Bentaleb was born in Lille 
to Algerian parents and 
represented France U-19s 
in November 2012. 

“If he carries on the way 
he is at the moment he’ll be 
knocking at the door for 
the French squad at the 
World Cup,” said Sherwood. 
“He’s got to make a 
decision and I’m not sure 
how much love the French 
are showing him now. 

“He’s been in the 
wilderness but now he’s 
not and everyone is 
starting to know about him. 
He’s performing regularly 
and if the English are 
serious about it, it probably 
could be an arm-wrestle 
between them and the 
French. To scout him they’d 
have had to come to watch 
our under-21s. I maintain 
that players are out there, 
whether they’re French, 
English, Scottish, whatever; 
people just have to look 
harder and they have to 
trust them.” 

He might not be from 
Harlow after all, but he is 
certainly a star in the 
making.
